TO SIGN TREATY 
UNDER PROTEST 


Blame Entente for Spread 
of Unrest in 


Europe. 


| 


VIENNA, Sept. 6—[By Associated 
Press.}—The national assembly by a 
vote of 97 to 23, today decided to sign 
the peace treaty. The assembly, how- 


ever, protested against “the violation 
of Austria’s right to free disposal of 
herself.” 

The German Nationalists voted 
against signature of the treaty. ~ The 
vote was taken after adoption without 
dissent of the government’s resolution 
of protest, declaring the territorial 
clauses of the treaty violate the na- 
tional claim to self-determination. 

“Peace Founded on Force.” 

“We raise once more our voices 
against a peace founded on brute 
force,” said the resolution. “As one 
man, we decline the dividing up of our 
peoples into free and unfree, as is 
done by this peace. We further de- 
clare that the 4,000,000 Germans forced 
under foreign rule will for all time 
insist on self-determination.” 
The resolution also declares that ulti- 
mate union with Germany is an abso- 
lute necessity and ends by placing re- 
sponsibility for steeping Europe in 
revolution and confusion on the shoul- 
ders of the entente, and looks to the 
league of nations to repair the wrong 
done, 

Renner En Route to Paris. 
PARIS, Sept. 7.—The Austrian dele- 
gation at St. Germain has informed the 
French peace mission that it has re- 
ceived notice that Austria has accepted 
the peace treaty and that Dr. Karl 
Renner, head of the Austrian delega- 
tion, has been charged with signing 
the document. Dr. Renner is now on 
his way to Paris. His signature will 
be affixed to the treaty at 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 

Two documents were attached to the 
letter. The first said the national as- 
sembly had declared that Austria must 
bow before necessity. The second con- 
stituted a protest to the national as- 
‘sembly by representatives of countries 
detached from Austria—Germans, Kar- 
olyeans, Corinthians and others. 

The Bulgarian treaty has been fin- 
ished and will be sent to the powers 
having limited interests in it tomor- 
row. The document will be comneunt- 
cated to the Bulgarian delegation dur- 
ing the week.

The president at St. Louis continued to speak 
gs if the issue were treaty or no treaty. We do not 
understand he definitely alleges that if the pro- 
posed reservations had been incerperated in the 
eriginal draft of the treaty they would have made 
it worthless or even unacceptable by theassociated 
powers. But his insistence now is chiefly ppon the 
world’s need for a league to prevent war, or at least 
wars of the sort precipitated by Germany apd Aus 
tria, and we are expected to waive our particular 
doubts and fears in the interest of the world’s need 

We do not think this is @ fair presentation of the 
issue. The alternatives are :-ot treaty or no treaty, 


_ Jeague or no league, peace or war, disaymament and 


economy or military preparedness and high taxa-| 
tion. It is true there is a minority which stands 
firmly upon the American tradition ef iselatien, 
but the chi.f opposition to unreserved ratification 
in the senate and the country ig not to our entrance 
into a league of nations nor even to the treaty of 
Versailles ag @ whole. tee 
Tae TRIBUNE has held, for example, that the 
present machinery of international inte rse is 
seriously defective, qut of date, and inefficient for 
dealing with modern conditions. Its tragic break- 
down in July, 1914, is fresh enough in our minds 
to impel us tg try to set up something better.

Wilson’# confident predictions and sweeping assur- 
ances are not only unworthy of a respongible 
statesman but very unwise from the peint of view 
of national security. Experience of the past and

forces of national egoism, of imperial expansion, in 
short, of human passions, appetites, fears, ' 


- and ignorances, will continue to have their play in 


the affairs of nations and cannet be quelled by 
words however eloquent or abolished by treaties 
however solemn. 

We, therefore, demand, not that the treaty be 


refused, but that the extent of our regponsibilities |. 


be more glearly defined and that certain special 
Americay interests be explicitly protected against 
interpretations or implications injurious to us. 

Mr, Wilson's response to this, as we understand 
it, is that the reservations, though net in them- 
selves obnoxious to the treaty, will require a re 
submission to the agsociated governments, who, 
even if not encouraged‘to ask further reservations 
on their own behalf, would take some time in ag- 


 cepting our reservations. Mr, Wilson has pointed 


out some of the disadvantages of delay, We agree 
they are to be deplored. We agree that the quicker 
we get the peace formally declared the better. But 
if Mr. Wilson had been as eager to expedite mat- 
ters as he hag been te force the senate to swallow 
the treaty as he brought it out of conference,

But we are not primarily concerned with any. 
responsibility at this time, except responsibility 
fot conserving the position of the United States in 
the new international organization. That formal 
peace is delayed is unfortunate, but not so unfor- 
tunate as fatifying the treaty of Versailles would 
be without the reservations proposed by the ma- 
jority of the senate committee on foreign relations. 
If the govermments associated with us are willing 
to delay peace and endanger the covenant because 
of these points, upon which Mr. Wilson says they 
are already agreed, then that is their affair. They 
need early peace worse than we do.

There are three reasons fc 


to it here. The first is not 
consequence. Only seventy cases of it 
are on record, “Pogsibly some people 
have noticed that they have the symp- 
tem, “but as they seemed all right they 
may not have consulted anybedy about 
it. Such eases should be studied by 
physiologists or chemists. 

The second is @ more important reason. 
In testing the urine for sugar, some of 
the copper tests usually are employed. 
Many people pow test their own urine. 
Many nurses and physicians only slight- 
ly informed in chemistry are testing 
urines. 

In alkaptonuria the reaction for weer 
ig given by the copper test. When a fe 
drops ef the urine are added to a solu- 
tion, of boiling blue copper solution 
reddish yellow precipitate is thrown 
down. This reaction could eagily be mis- 
taken for sugar, whereupen the subject 
would get the idea that he was a dia- 
betic. 

Alkaptonuric urine does not react with 
cold copper solution nor with the fer- 
mentation tests. 


The third reason is also of some im- 
pertance. Alkaptonuria is a congenital 
and an inheritable condition, and the in- 
heritance laws are fairly well worked 
out. Persons having this condition are 
frequently the offsprings ef equsin mar- 
riages. If a family of children are the 
offspring of parents who are cousins and 
who are of an alkaptonuric strain, 
though neither parent has alkaptonuria. 
the probability is that one-fourth of the 
children wili have the symptom. 

Of seventeen known alkaptonurics, 
eight were the offspring of cousin mar- 
riages. Where an alkaptenuric marries 
a normal persen the expectation is but 
few of the offspring will be alkaptonuric. 
If this second generation marry normal 
persons the third generation will be freed 
from the tendency.

| Vegetable Soup with Meat. 


Perhaps there is no recipe from 
‘which such various effects can be se- 
cured as one for that highly old fash 
lioned, almost colonial dish, a vegetable 
soup. In some families that is so well 
made that though it is accounted the 
most economical and plain of all 
dishes, it is considered one of the most 
desirable, and more desirable yet on 
the second day. I know of a family 
who will refuse to eat the vegetable 
soup. 

No two cooks, perhaps, will give the 
same recipe for this dish, no matter in 
how many other ways these cooks 
agree. Good cooks vary it according 
to their supplies, but in all cases en- 
hance a soup bone to the ’nth power. 

Perhaps the recipe in Mrs. Rorer’s 
first book has been one that more peo- 
ple have been successful with than 
with most others. I have eaten fine 
vegetable soups made after this recipe 
by people who claimed to be but slight- 
ly accomplished in cookery. It reads: 

“One shin of beef, five quarts of 
cold water, one turnip, one carrot, one 
parsnip, one root of celery, onc teacup 
of chopped cabbage, two tablespoons of 
barley, one onion, one potato, salt and 
pepper to taste. Wipe the shin with 
a damp towel. Put it into a soup ket- 
tle, place it over a moderate fire, and 
bring it slowly to a boil. Skim off the 
scum and let it simmer gently for four 
hours. Remove the meat and place it 
where it will keep warm for dinner. 
Skim off all the fat from the top of the 
soup. Clean the vegetables and cut 
them into dice (you may chop ae A 
them to the soup. Scald the barley 
and let it stand five minutes, then add 
it to the soup. Simmer the whole one 
hour longer. Season to taste, and it 
is ready to serve. Rice may be used 
jin place of barley.”

flank. Thumpy breathing, or thumps, 
means that the is not getting 
enough air in his lungs. The breathing 


is short and shallow, causing a sudden 


rise and fall of the flanks. 

One of the common causes of this is 
overfeeding. The overloaded stomach 
often crowds the lungs until they do 
noé have room for normal expansion, 
and only a small amount of air can bé 
taken in, which is quickly expelled. 

While overfeeding is the common 
cause of thumps among young pigs, 
thumps usually indicate pneumonia or 
congestion of the lungs in older hogs. 
Pneumonia is often caused by the 
warm animal’s sleeping in a draft, 


of a board on the hog house or 
spaces left between the ends of the 
boards and the floor. 

The treatment for thumps fs simple. 
It is a matter of good management. 
When it is due to overfeeding reduce 
the amount of feed and provide a lot in 
which the pigs can get plenty of exer- 
cise. Force to take exercise, if 
necessary. If the trouble is due to 
pneumonia, see that strong air cur- 
rents do not pass through the house 
where they sleep.
